40 US billionaires pledge half wealth New U.S. envoy: FARC 
to charity operates freely in 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Forty of 
America’s billionaires and their 
families pledged yesterday to 
give more than half of their 
fortune to charity in a drive or¬ 
ganized by Bill Gates and War¬ 
ren Buffett. 

The group includes CNN 
founder Ted Turner, New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg, 
Oracle co-founder Larry Elli¬ 
son and Hollywood director 
George Lucas, as well as Mi¬ 
crosoft mogul Gates and in¬ 
vestment guru Buffett. 

The idea, announced just 
six weeks ago as "The Giving 
Pledge," was thought up by 
Gates and Buffett to convince 
billionaires to give most of 
their money — 50 percent or 
more — to charity. 

"Forty of the wealthiest 
families and individuals in the 
United States have committed 
to returning the majority of 
their wealth to charitable cau¬ 
ses," said a statement released 
yesterday by www.giving- 
pledge.org. "The pledge is a 
moral commitment to give, not 
a legal contract." 

"We’ve really just started, 
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but already we’ve had a terrific 
response," Buffett, the chief 
executive of the investment 
firm Berkshire Hathaway, said. 

"At its core, the Giving 
Pledge is about asking wealthy 
families to have important con¬ 
versations about their wealth 
and how it will be used." 

Almost all on the list are 
self-made super-rich, such as 
media giant Bloomberg, and 
are worth about a billion dol¬ 
lars — or far more. A few rep¬ 
resent longer-established for¬ 
tunes, including David Rocke¬ 
feller. 

US billionaires have been 
out of favor with the public 
and politicians since the 2008 
financial collapse. The pledge 
scheme might burnish their 
image. 

But apart from good PR, 
the scheme raises the prospect 
of eye-popping amounts of 
money flowing to charity. 

Gates and Buffett are re¬ 
portedly aiming to secure 
pledges from each of the ap¬ 
proximately 400 US billion¬ 
aires. If the entire group were 
to surrender half of its wealth 
that would amount to some 
600 billion dollars, Forbes 
magazine estimates. 

Gates, the second richest 
man in the world according to 
the Forbes 2010 billionaires 
list, has some 53 billion dol-

"Warren Buffett personally 
asked me to write this letter be¬ 
cause he said I would be 'set¬ 
ting an example' and 'influenc¬ 
ing others' to give. I hope he?s 
right."

There has been widespread 
speculation that Jean would 
seek the office.

Venezuela 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Colombian guerrillas operate 
freely in Venezuela and some 
occasionally appear in public 
in Caracas, a US ambassador- 
designate said in comments re¬ 
leased yesterday that back 
Bogota's claim in a bitter 
diplomatic row. 

Larry Palmer, who has been 
nominated as the US ambassa¬ 
dor to Venezuela, made the 
comments in a written answer 
to questions from a US senator 
released yesterday, offering a 
more detailed explanation of 
Washington's view of the dis¬ 
pute. 

Palmer said he was "keenly 
aware of the clear ties between 
members of the Venezuelan 
government" and leftist Co¬ 
lombian guerrillas, including 
the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC). 

He said FARC guerrillas 
"maintain camps in Venezuela, 
and members of the FARC 
high command have occasion¬ 
ally appeared in public in 
Caracas. 

"The Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment has been unwilling to 
prevent Colombian guerrillas 
from entering and establishing 
camps in Venezuelan terri¬ 
tory." 


NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - On a pivotal day for 
the Gulf of Mexico oil disaster, 
BP plugged its stricken well 
while officials announced yes¬ 
terday that most of the toxic 
crude has been cleaned up or 
dispersed through natural 
processes. 

Though undoubtedly the 
best day since the disaster 
began more than 15 weeks 
ago, US officials cautioned 
that a great deal of clean-up 
work remained and that the 
long-term impact could be felt 
for years, even decades, to 


The response released by 
Senator Richard Lugar was 
more specific than that from a 
State Department official last 
month who said that allega¬ 
tions that Venezuela is harbor¬ 
ing leftist Colombian guerrillas 
in its territory should be taken 
"very seriously." 

Palmer promised that, if 
confirmed, he will "continue to 
monitor closely other aspects 
of Venezuela's democracy that 
are currently threatened, in¬ 
cluding freedom of expression 
and of the press, the right to 
own private property, and free¬ 
dom of association for civil so¬ 
ciety."

The charges deepened 
a rift between the South Amer¬ 
ican neighbors and led to a 
break of diplomatic ties.

Pair of weather systems have 
slim chance of becoming 
depressions 


MIAMI, Florida — Two 
weather systems in the Atlantic 
and Caribbean have a slim 
chance of growing into depres¬ 
sions or tropical storms, the Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

The remnants of Tropical 
Storm Colin, which formed 
and then fizzled out was about 
250 miles (400 kilometers) east 
of the Leeward Islands, the 
hurricane center said. The sys¬ 
tem was moving west-north¬ 
west at 25 miles per hour, and 
has a 10 percent of strengthen¬ 
ing anew into a depression or 
tropical storm, it said. 

“Although the associated 


showers and thunderstorms 
have increased, upper-level 
winds are expected to remain 
unfavorable for redevelopment 
for the next day or two,” the 
center said. 

A second patch of thunder¬ 
storms in the Caribbean south 
of Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic was moving west¬ 
ward at 15 to 20 mph, and has 
a 20 percent chance of becom¬ 
ing a depression or tropical 
storm within two days, it said. 

Neither system is close to 
the Gulf of Mexico, where BP 
Pic is trying to clean up the 
worst oil spill in U.S. history. 



Plan for Dutch coalition backed by 
Wilders' party sparks concerns 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬

Beatrix last week with taking 
charge of stalemated cabinet 
negotiations, defended the pro¬ 
posal during a special parlia¬ 
mentary session. 

"I had few options," Lub¬ 
bers said. 

A government featuring the 
Christian Democratic Appeal 
and the People's Party for Free¬ 
dom and Democracy could 
hold a slim majority with 76 of 


Dengue fever spreading in the Caribbean 


ACROSS THE CARIB¬ 
BEAN — Health officials 
across the Caribbean are con¬ 
cerned about the near epi¬ 
demic level of mosquito- 
borne dengue fever, saying it 
could get more severe as the 
rainy season progresses. 

The high number of cases 
that have caused dozens of 
deaths across the area are 
being blamed on warmer than 
usual weather and an unusu¬ 
ally early rainy season, which 
has, in turn, caused an explo¬ 
sion in the mosquito popula¬ 
tion 

In Miami: The Florida 
Department of Health con¬ 
firmed an increase in the 
number of cases of dengue 
fever acquired in the Key 
West area. 

New statistics from the de¬ 
partment said 24 cases of 
dengue fever have been re¬ 
ported in Key West through 
mid-July. Of those, 18 in¬ 
volve Key West residents, 
five are residents of other 
Florida counties and one case 
involves a resident of another 
state. In addition, 49 so-called 
"imported" cases of dengue 
fever are reported in Florida. 
Those cases involved people 
who had traveled to areas 
under a dengue endemic, such 


as the Caribbean or Central 
and South America. 

In Mexico: A 47-year-old 
Juarez woman has been diag¬ 
nosed with dengue fever, 
Juarez health officials said. 

It is the first documented 
case in Juarez, but the woman 
is thought to have contracted 
the illness in the central Mex¬ 
ican state of Michoacan, said 
Dr. Roberto Suarez, an epi¬ 
demiologist with the Juarez 
Health Department. 

In Sonora, health authori¬ 
ties reported 65 cases of 
dengue through the third 
week of July, mainly in the 
state capital of Hermosillo 
and municipalities in the 
southern part of the state. In 
Guerrero, meanwhile, state 
health officials reported a 40 
percent increase in dengue 
cases over last year's num¬ 
bers. Most of the sicknesses 
were in the resort city of Aca¬ 
pulco. By the third week of 
July, the Guerrero State 
Health Department registered 
2,491 cases, including six 
deaths. Nationwide, 8,850 
dengue cases — including 16 
fatalities — were tallied in 
the same time period. 

In Trinidad: Health offi¬ 
cials in Trinidad says four 
people have died from a se¬ 


vere form of mosquito-borne 
dengue fever. 

Chief medical officer 
Anton Cumberbatch tells re¬ 
porters that roughly 600 peo¬ 
ple have been sickened so far 
in 2010 of the milder, typical 
form of the flulike illness 
spread by the bite of a com¬ 
mon urban mosquito. 

Belize recorded its first 
dengue hemorrhagic death in 
mid-July. Since then nothing 
was heard from the ministry 
of health on any concerted as¬ 
sault on the current dengue 
outbreak. 

In the Dominican Re¬ 
public: At least 27 deaths 
have been reported so far of 
the mosquito-borne fever. 

Jamaica recorded 77 lab¬ 
oratory-confirmed dengue 
cases up so far as the virus 
continues its march across 
Central American and 
Caribbean countries. 

Health Minister Rudyard 
Spencer told journalists at a 
press briefing at Jamaica 
House in Kingston that of 
the 77 cases, seven have been 
confirmed as of the more se¬ 
vere form of the illness — the 
dengue haemorragic fever. 
Spencer, however, said no 
cases of dengue shock syn¬ 
drome have been reported so 


far nor any related deaths. 

French Guiana, Guade¬ 
loupe and St. Martin also 
have registered a high num¬ 
ber of dengue cases. 

In Honduras: 21 people 
have died of dengue this 
year. Five more deaths are 
under investigation. 

In Colombia: The deaths 
of dengue rose to 115 for 
2010 . 

There are 112.702 cases 
reported this year, informed 
the Ministrty of Social Pro¬ 
tection, with 104.671 cases of 
th e classic dengue and the 
other 8.031 with the hemor¬ 
rhagic form that causes mas¬ 
sive internal bleeding and 
bleeding from the body’s ori¬ 
fices and can often be fatal. 

Venezuela: Dengue fever 
has increased more than 80 
percent over 2009 figures and 
almost 10 percent of the cases 
have been hemorrhagic 
dengue fever, which can be 
fatal. The states most affected 
are Miranda, Merida, and the 
Capital District of Caracas. 
The government has imple¬ 
mented a program to control 
mosquitoes by fumigating 
homes and destroying breed¬ 
ing sites, but the only sure way 
to avoid the disease is to avoid 
being bitten by mosquitoes.

People should wait to form 
an opinion on the minority 
government until the coalition 
negotiations are completed, he 
added.

The “Fontein Caves” 




Around the world, tourists do 
a lot of site-seeing. That’s the 
way they learn about other cul¬ 
tures and their histories. Aruba 
offers a great sanctuary to lay 
in the sun and get a tan, but 
there is much more to this 
small island. 

One of the island’s treas¬ 
ures are the “Fontein” caves 
located in Aruba’s National 
Park, Parke Arikok. 

Aruba has a lot of caves, 
some are small others very big, 
some are under the sea others 
above the sea, in some of them 
Indian drawings were found 
while in others only a few fos¬ 


sils. Every cave has its own 
distinct uniqueness which sets 
it apart. The “Fontein” Cave 
(fountain cave) got this name 
because there is a spring water 
source in the cave. Years ago 
when there was no tap water 
the Aruban community got 
water out of the “Fontein” 
Cave. For safety they first 
boiled the water just to be sure 
the bacteria were killed. The 
area around the cave is very 
green because of the water as 
it is not only found inside the 
cave but also outside. It’s nice 
to walk in the surrounding area 
where one can see the fishes in 


the water, birds in the trees in 
complete serenity. The 
“Fontein” Cave was made by 
the power of the sea, a little bit 
strange when you see the sea 
300 meters away from the 
cave. But Aruba has changed 
and is still changing, just like 
the whole world does. 

The “Fontein” Cave is 
formed by coral, limestone and 
minerals. When visiting the 
cave you will think it is just 
formed by rocks, but once in¬ 
side one can see how special it 
is as it changes all the time. In 
the cave there are a lot of bats, 
the long nose and long tong 
bat. 

In the “Fontein” Cave In¬ 
dian drawings were found, 
only at the beginning of the 
cave, meaning they used the 
cave only for protection 
against the weather. The draw¬ 
ings are probably made with 
iron oxide (extracted from 
coral) and from juice of the 
Brazilian tree. The rangers of 
Arikok National Park are pro¬ 
tecting the drawings really 
good, because some of them 
have been completely dam¬ 
aged by the sea wind and hu¬ 
mans. The cave is in a nature 
area, full of Aruba’s flora and 
fauna. Sometimes the rangers 
catch snakes and they put them 
for a few days in a terrarium so 
tourists can see what lives on 
Aruba. You can visit the cave 
everyday from 9:30 a.m. till 
4:15 p.m. And for the real cave 
freak, together with a ranger 
you can walk up to 250 meters 
into the cave. 

“Fontein” Cave is one of 
Aruba natural wonders and is 
well worth a visit. Don’t forget 
your camera!

Gulf oil spill is worst 
accidental spill ever

The oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico has become the largest 
accidental release of oil into 
water in history, according to 
figures from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

Federal scientific teams es¬ 
timated recently that the rup¬ 
tured BP well has spewed 
about 4.9 million barrels — or 
205.8 million gallons — of oil. 
About 800,000 barrels, or 3.3 
million gallons, of that were 
collected by vessels hired by 
BP to recover the oil. 

That would rank it as the 
worst accidental oil spill in 
marine waters, surpassing the 
1979 Ixtoc 1 blow-out in the 
Bay of Campeche, off the 
coast of Mexico. That accident

spilled 140 million gallons of 
oil. 

The worst oil spill of all 
time was intentional. It hap¬ 
pened during the Gulf War, 
when the Iraqi Army purposely 
released 240 million gallons of 
oil into the Persian Gulf.

Saudi Arabia joins UAE, bans 
BlackBerry services 



Saudi Arabia has joined the 
United Arab Emirates in 
banning certain BlackBerry 
services. 

The country's Saudi 
Communication and Infor¬ 
mation Technology Com¬ 
mission (CITC) announced 
Tuesday that it has ordered 
the three wireless providers 
in the region to stop provid¬ 
ing BlackBerry services, ef¬ 
fective Aug. 6, according to 
the Saudi Press Agency. 

BlackBerry maker Re¬ 
search in Motion has not 
complied with CITC regula¬ 
tory requirements, the com¬ 
mission said in a statement. 

The move comes several 
days after the UAE an¬ 
nounced plans to ban Black¬ 
Berry Messenger, e-mail, and 
Web browsing in the country 
effective Oct. 11. The UAE's 
Telecommunications Regula¬ 
tory Authority (TRA) also 
said RIM is not in line with 


the country's telecommunica¬ 
tions regulations. 

What that means is that 
RIM and BlackBerry services 
operate in such a way so that 
no one - from RIM to the 
government of Saudi Arabia 
- can monitor users' activity. 

"The BlackBerry enter¬ 
prise solution was designed 
to preclude RIM, or any third 
party, from reading encrypted 
information under any cir- 


Meat from cloned cow's 
offspring eaten in Britain 


LONDON (AFP) - Meat 
from two bulls which were 
the offspring of a cloned cow 
have entered the food chain 
in Britain, officials admitted 
Wednesday, as they contin¬ 
ued to investigate further pos¬ 
sible breaches. 

The Food Standards 
Agency (FSA) said that meat 
from two bulls, Parable and 
Dundee Paratrooper, "will 
have been eaten". 

The animals were among 
eight cattle conceived using 
eight embryos harvested 
from a cloned cow in the 
United States, it said. 

The news has fuelled de¬ 
bate in Britain about the 
ethics and safety of cloning, 
although experts insist food 
products from the offspring 
of cloned animals pose no 
health risk. 

Under European law, 
foodstuffs produced from 
cloned animals must pass a 
safety evaluation and gain au¬ 
thorisation before they are 
marketed. 

The FSA is responsible for 
authorising "novel foods" 
such as meat and other prod¬ 
ucts from clones and their off¬ 
spring and said it had neither 
granted any such authorisa¬ 
tions nor been asked to do so. 

Its investigations started 
earlier this week after a news¬ 
paper report that milk from 
the offspring of a cloned cow 
had gone on sale to the pub¬ 
lic. 

But as it carried out this 


investigation, it discovered 
that meat from Dundee Para¬ 
trooper, which was slaugh¬ 
tered in July last year, had 
entered the food chain. 

Local council officials 
identified its owner as farmer 
Callum Innes of Auldearn in 
northern Scotland. 

Hours later, it also con¬ 
firmed that meat from Para¬ 
ble, which was slaughtered in 
May this year, was likely to 
have been eaten. 

The FSA has also said 
Wednesday that it did not 
know how many embryos 
from cloned animals had 
come into Britain from 
abroad. 

Investigations are continu¬ 
ing into whether milk from 
two cows also bom from the 
US embryos had entered the 
food chain. Food products 
from the other four in the 
group have not done so. 

Campaign groups for ani¬ 
mal welfare and organic 
farming have voiced concern 
over the issue. 

Compassion For World 
Farming highlighted risks to 
animal welfare posed by 
cloning, while the Soil Asso¬ 
ciation voiced safety fears 
and said the use of clones 
could reduce genetic diver¬ 
sity within agriculture. 

But the National Farmers' 
Union Scotland said there 
were "no risks" to human 
health posed by food prod¬ 
ucts from the offspring of 
cloned animals.

RIM said it offers one 
BlackBerry enterprise solu¬ 
tion to all its customers, and 
does not favor one country's 
government over another. 
The TRA suggested that RIM 
had complied with regulatory 
requests in other countries, 
but RIM denied this. 

"RIM cooperates with all 
governments with a consis¬ 
tent standard and the same 
degree of respect," RIM said. 
"Any claims that we provide, 
or have ever provided, some¬ 
thing unique to the govern¬ 
ment of one country that we 
have not offered to the gov¬ 
ernments of all countries, are 
unfounded."

Vitamin B may not guard against second 
stroke, heart attack 


Stroke patients who take vi¬ 
tamin B supplements to 
lower their homocysteine 
levels may not be protected 
from second strokes or heart 
attacks, a new study finds. 

Earlier studies found an 
association between homo¬ 
cysteine, an amino acid, in 
the blood, and an increased 
risk for stroke and heart at¬ 
tack. Vitamin B supplements 
lower homocysteine levels, 
but whether this really has an 
effect on stroke and heart at¬ 
tack risk has been unclear, the 
Australian researchers noted. 

"B vitamins are safe, but 
they were not, statistically, 
significantly more effective 
than placebo in preventing 
major vascular events among 
stroke and TIA [transient is¬ 
chemic attack] patients,” said 
lead researcher Dr. Graeme J. 
Hankey, head of the stroke 
unit at Royal Perth Hospital 
in Western Australia. ”B vita¬ 
mins have not been proven to 
have a role in secondary 
stroke prevention.” 

The report is published in 
the Aug. 4 online edition of 


The Lancet Neurology, and 
will appear in the September 
print issue of the journal. 

For the study, Hankey and 
his colleagues in the Vitamins 
to Prevent Stroke (VI- 
TATOPS) trial tested whether 
lowering homocysteine with 
a combination of folic acid, 
vitamin B6 and vitamin B12 
would lower the risk of a sec¬ 
ond stroke or heart attack in 
patients who had a recent 
stroke or transient ischemic 
attack. 

In the trial, 8,164 patients 
were randomly assigned to 
daily doses of either B vita¬ 
mins or a placebo in addition 
to standard care. 

Over 3.4 years of follow¬ 
up, the researchers found the 
vitamins were no more effec¬ 
tive than placebo. In all, 15 
percent of the people taking 
B vitamins had a second 
stroke, heart attack or died, 
compared with 17 percent of 
those receiving placebo. B vi¬ 
tamins did, however, lower 
homocysteine levels. 

People taking the vitamins 
had no adverse reactions and 


the vitamins were well-toler¬ 
ated, the researchers noted. 

Despite these findings, 
Hankey isn't sure that B vita¬ 
mins don’t work. ”Our study 
may well have been under¬ 
powered statistically,” he said. 

Had the trial gone on 
longer, a "significant treat¬ 
ment effect may have 
emerged, and has thus been 
missed in our study,” Hankey 
added. 

”1 don't think it is the end 
of the road for B vitamins in 
stroke prevention. We need to 
see the effect of B vitamins in 
the three other ongoing trials, 
particularly in patients who 
have been treated for several 
years, and particularly in pa¬ 
tients with stroke caused by 
small vessel intracranial dis¬ 
ease,” he added. 

Dr. Larry B. Goldstein, di¬ 
rector of the Duke Stroke 
Center at Duke University 
Medical Center, agreed that 
the question of whether or 
not B vitamins lower the risk 
of a second stroke or heart at¬ 
tack was not answered fully 
by this trial. 


New heart valve taken 
from patient works best 



PARIS (AFP) - Replacing the 
heart's aortic valve with one's 
own pulmonary valve rather 
than the same body part from 
a donor boosts survival and 
quality of life, according to a 
study released Tuesday. 

Oxygen-rich blood in 
pumped via the aortic valve 
to nourish the body, while the 
pulmonary valve is the gate¬ 
way for oxygen-depleted 
blood passing into the lungs. 

Defects and disease can 
create the need for the aortic 
valve to be replaced, a deli¬ 
cate but standard procedure 
for more than three decades. 

The new valve may be 
mechanical — which is sturdy 
but requires life-long medica¬ 


tion to prevent blood clots — 
or a graft, taken either from a 
cadaver or the living heart's 
other exit valve, which is 
subject to less stress. 

Earlier studies have not 
shown one method to be 
clearly superior to the others. 

To compare the non-me¬ 
chanical options for fixing 
aortic valves, researchers led 
by Sir Magdi Yacoub of Im¬ 
perial College London fitted 
108 patients with pulmonary 
valves removed from their 
own bodies, and another 108 
with aortic valves taken from 
recently deceased donors. 

All surgeries were open- 
heart. 

After ten years, four pa¬ 
tients had died in the so- 
called "autograft” or living 
valve group, as compared to 
15 deaths in the "homograft” 
group that had been given a 
donor valve. 

The survival rate, in other 
words, was 97 percent in the 
first cohort and 83 percent in 
the second. 

"Our results support the 
hypothesis that a living valve 
implanted in the aortic posi¬ 
tion can lead to significantly 
improved clinical outcomes,” 
the researchers said.

Rice paddy art puts Japan 
village on the map 



TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - Are- 
mote Japanese village with 
rice fields and not much else 
has put itself on the tourist 
map with eye-catching art¬ 
works painstakingly created 
one rice stalk at a time. 

Best viewed from above, 
the sports-field-sized master¬ 
pieces of Inakadate village 
are created by more than 
1,000 locals and outside vo¬ 
lunteers using rice varieties in 
five different colours. 

This year's motif is a 12th- 
century warrior monk bat¬ 
tling a child swordsman — 
but in the past the villagers 
have also used images of 
Napoleon, Mona Lisa and 
Mount Fuji as seen by wood¬ 
block print master Sharaku. 

Tourists climb a nearby 
observation deck to marvel at 
the vast rice pictures, created 
on a 1.5-hectare (3.7-acre) 
field. 

Pictures are made with 
rice varieties in ordinary 
green, as well as purple and 
yellow from old native vari¬ 
eties, red from conventional 
crossbreeding and a white 
strain that resulted from a ge¬ 
netic mutation. 

The design is specially ad¬ 
justed for best viewing from 
the deck, said village official 
Minoru Nakayama. 

"If you were to see the 
image from right above it, the 
character's head on the farther 


side from the tower would 
look oddly big," he said. 
"They are calculated to be 
true to the laws of perspec¬ 
tive." 

The rice paddy art, which 
started in 1993 in the village 
and has since been copied by 
scores of other places in 
Japan, drew 170,000 tourists 
last year to Inakadate, about 
600 kilometers (370 miles) 
north of Tokyo. 

But the campaign hasn't 
made the village rich. 

Inakadate asks visitors 
only to give donations, which 
reached seven million yen 
(80,000 dollars) last year, 
most of which was spent on 
leasing the paddies, guarding 
the watch tower and buying 
the rice seeds.

We can do it in many ways, 
but what I will do is create a 
letter for you to put on your 
stationary, and I’ll print them 
up and mail them to your cus¬ 
tomers. 

All the expense will be 
mine. 

In return I offer you another 
profit center. 

I will share with you 50% 
of my profit on anything that 
your customer purchases in my 
store (Or whatever your busi¬ 
ness is). 

If you have 1000 customers 
and only 10% purchase you 
could make as much as (deter¬ 
mine the profit they will make 
on each sale). 

Isn’t that a great idea? 

I’ll stop by tomorrow and 


introduce myself in person. 

See you then.” 

Now isn’t that simple.

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Gaza girls turn to fishing as rising 
poverty erodes barriers 



Marine life census shines 
light on biodiversity of 
the seas

GAZA CITY (AFP) - Every 
morning the two girls wake 
up before dawn, row their 
wooden skiff out into Gaza's 
heavily-patrolled waters, and 
try to catch enough fish to 
feed their family. 

They are perhaps the only 
women in the territory of 1.5 
million people who make a 
living from fishing, and are a 
rare sight in Gaza's conserva¬ 
tive society where women 
rarely venture into the sea 
even to swim. 

But Madeleine Kulab, 16, 
and her sister Reem, 13, have 
had few other options since 
their father was struck with 
palsy 10 years ago, and like 
many women in Gaza have 
had to work for wages once 
earned by men. 

For the last four years Is¬ 
rael and Egypt have largely 
sealed the borders of the 
Palestinian enclave, ruled by 
the Islamist Hamas move¬ 
ment since June 2007, push¬ 
ing the local private sector to 
the brink of collapse. 

Gaza's unemployment rate 
hovers around 40 percent, 
with 80 percent of the popu¬ 
lation, including the Kulab 
family, relying on foreign aid. 

"How are we supposed to 
survive without catching 
fish? My father has palsy in 
his feet and cannot work," 
Madeleine said as she and 
Reem plucked tiny fish from 
their nets on Gaza's sandy 
shore. 

The girls wear jeans, long- 
sleeve shirts and headscarves, 
even while swimming, in 
keeping with Gaza's conser¬ 
vative customs. 

"Life is hard, so girls like 
us have to work as fishermen 
despite the dangers," she said 
as she tossed the fish into a 


bucket and her father, Mo¬ 
hammed, decided which ones 
they would eat and which 
would go to market. 

The medium-sized catch 
of three kilograms of fish will 
sell for around eight dollars 
(six euros), and will have to 
support the family of five 
until the following morning. 

The two girls and their 
brother Kayed, 14, fish up to 
a nautical mile (two kilome¬ 
tres) off shore and often dive 
into the deep waters to check 
their nets. 

Larger boats can go fur¬ 
ther, but as they approach the 
three nautical mile (5.5 kilo¬ 
metre) mark Israeli warships 
turn them back with warning 
shots and occasionally seize 
the vessels as part of a naval 
blockade on the Hamas-ruled 
coastal strip tightened after 
the 2008-2009 Gaza war. 

The vast majority of prof¬ 
its come from sardines and 
adult fish, which mostly 
swim further out. In recent 
years Gaza has started im¬ 
porting growing numbers of 
fish from Israel and Egypt, 
further squeezing the fisher¬ 
men's livelihoods. 

Last month Israel said it 
would start allowing all 
purely civilian goods to enter 
Gaza but the naval blockade 
remains in place and the 
economy is hamstrung by the 
lack of virtually any export 
channels. 

The girls' father learned to 
fish from his father and 
grandfathers, who lived near 
what is now the Israeli city of 
Ashkelon before they fled 
during the 1948 war that at¬ 
tended the creation of the 
Jewish state. 

"I taught Madeleine and 
Reem how to swim and fish 


so they could support 
themselves," Mohammed, 
52, says. "The priority 
should be for them to fin¬ 
ish their studies, but what 
can I do?" 

The children are only 
able to fish for a couple of 
hours before school on 
weekdays, but sometimes 
they go back out in the 
evenings. 

"I work for an hour or 
two and then I go to 
school. I always have my 
uniform and my school 
bag with me so I am ready 
to go," Reem said as the 
family lit a cooking fire to 
make breakfast. 

She loves the ocean 
but hopes one day to fin¬ 
ish her studies and be¬ 
come a journalist. "I want 
to focus on the suffering of 
people like us, because life 
has been really unfair to us," 
she said as she stoked the 
fire. 

Mohammed hopes his 
children can keep up the fam¬ 
ily tradition. He has a larger 
boat that in better times could 
make for a profitable busi¬ 
ness, but the engine needs a 
500-dollar (380 euros) part 
which he cannot afford. 

"I hope when my kids 
grow up they can use it," he 
said. 

The girls defy traditional 
roles in Gaza's conservative 
Muslim society, but the resi¬ 
dents of their poor seaside 
neighbourhood, who share 
their predicament, have been 
supportive. 

"There is no shame in 
work," says Mohammed 
Jahjuh, 19, another fisher¬ 
man. "We live with more dig¬ 
nity than beggars." 

Hassan Siyam, 20, a 
friend of the family who has 
helped the girls from time to 
time, understands their strug- 
gle. 

"There is nothing here for 
young people," he said. "My 
father is unemployed, and 
that's what forced me five 
years ago to go to the sea and 
fish in order to support my 
family." 

The girls know their trade 
is risky, and at times they 
have had to ditch their nets 
and race back to shore at the 
sound of Israeli gunfire. Both 
know of fishermen who have 
been shot and wounded out at 
sea. 

"Sometimes I get really 
scared," Reem said. "But I 
am not ashamed around my 
friends at school because I 
help my father and my sib¬ 
lings, and I am reducing the 
burden on my mother."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Crabs, lobsters and other 
crustaceans represent the 
most common species in the 
world's seas, and the waters 
of Australia and Japan are the 
most diverse, according to a 
vast inventory of marine life 
published Monday. 

"We have made discover¬ 
ies. We have learned new 
things," Jesse Ausubel, co¬ 
founder of the Census of Ma¬ 
rine Life project, which 
compiled the roll call of life 
in the sea, told AFP. 

Australian and Japanese 
waters each feature almost 
33,000 forms of life that have 
earned the status of "species." 


The waters off 
China, the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea and Gulf of 
Mexico also feature in 
the top five in terms of 
biodiversity, says the 
preliminary census 
published in the open- 
access Public Library 
of Science (PLoS 
ONE). 

The roll call is the 
result of a 10-year proj¬ 
ect by 360 scientists at 
a cost of 650 million 
dollars. 

The scientists com¬ 
bined information that 
had been collected over 
centuries with data ob¬ 
tained during the 
decade-long census to 
create a list of species in 25 
regions, from the Antarctic to 
the Arctic via the world's 
temperate and tropical seas. 

The inventory will be 
complemented with informa¬ 
tion still being gathered in 
areas such as Indonesia, the 
Philippines, Madagascar and 
the Arabian Sea in an even 
larger work which will be re¬ 
leased in October. 

Even then, the inventory 
will be incomplete, said 
Nancy Knowlton of the 
Smithsonian Institution and 
leader of the census project 
on coral reefs. 

"The ocean is simply so 
vast that after 10 years of 
hard work, we still have only 
snapshots, though sometimes 
detailed, of what the sea con¬ 
tains," Knowlton said. 

So far, the study has found 
an average of 10,750 known, 
named species in a given re¬ 
gion, and the census-takers 
believe that for every known 
species, there are at least four 
yet to be discovered.

He added: ’’Nobody’s 
name is forbidden, nor the 
support for anyone assured.” 

The possibility of 
Maradona being reappointed 
to the job he held for 18 
months comes as an unex¬ 
pected development follow¬ 
ing his dismissal in the wake 
of Argentina’s 4-0 defeat to 
Germany in the World Cup 
quarter-finals. 

His sacking prompted a 
backlash of bitter recrimina¬ 
tions from the 1986 World 
Cup winner who claimed that 
he had been ’’lied” to by AFA 
president Julio Grondona and 
’’betrayed” by team manager 
Carlos Bilardo. 

He blamed the pair for 
plotting his downfall, claim¬ 
ing that they had gone back 
on their word after telling 
him his job was safe after the 
Germany rout in South 
Africa. 

’’Grondona lied to me. Bi¬ 
lardo betrayed me,” 
Maradona claimed after his 
colourful and controversial 
reign as Argentina coach 
came to an abrupt end. 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Diego Maradona, sacked as 
coach of Argentina only last 
week, is in the frame to suc¬ 
ceed himself, it emerged here 
on Wednesday in the latest 
twist in the saga involving the 
footballing icon. 

According to Ernesto

spokesman, Maradona’s 
name is among the list of 
candidates to fill the vacant 
coaching position.

Barca, dressed in the fa¬ 
mous turquoise-coloured 
strip, looked rusty out of the 
blocks and were punished 
after a minute as Choi Sung- 
Guk scored the opening goal 
for the K-League All-Stars.

The diminutive Argentin¬ 
ian struck again three minutes 
later to give his team a one- 
goal lead at the end of the 
first half. 

Messi and Ibrahimovic sat 
out the second half but a 
Barcelona team consisting of 
reserve players came out in 
full control and dominated 
possession with crisp pass¬ 
ing. 

The K-League All Stars 
managed to create a few 
chances but Victor Sanchez 
Mata added a goal in the 80th 
minute and Jonathan Soriano 
scored three minutes later. 

Messi’s appearance in the 
friendly had been in doubt. 

Barcelona coach Pep 
Guardiola had said Tuesday 
that Messi — whose World 
Cup ended in disappointment 
as Argentina were humbled 4- 
0 by Germany in the quarter¬ 
finals — would not feature as 
he had just returned from hol¬ 
iday and was not match-fit. 

However, following a 
hastily-arranged meeting 
with the promoters, the Cata¬ 
lan club issued a statement 
saying that Messi would play 
a role after all.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
second seed Andy Roddick 
cruised into the third round of 
the ATP Washington Classic 
on Tuesday while Spanish 
third seed Fernando Verdasco 
was forced to save two match 
points in order to advance. 

Roddick a three-time 
Washington champion, de¬ 
feated Slovenian qualifier 
Grega Zemlja 6-4, 6-4, the 
ninth-ranked power server 
taking the only two break 
points of the match to win in 
84 minutes. 

"I accomplished what I 
wanted to... get back to play¬ 
ing clean tennis, things that 
don’t show up in the stat sheet 
but that win matches,” Rod¬ 
dick said. ”1 can improve a 
little but I got what I wanted 
out of the match. 

”It was a good opportunity 
to find some rhythm, get my 
feet under me, get into the 
tournament and the summer. 
When I move the ball well 
and get my teeth into points, 
that’s a solid match.” 

Verdasco rescued two 
match points in the ninth game 
of the second set and rallied to 
defeat Germany’s Michael 
Berrer 4-6, 7-5, 7-6 (8/6). 

The lOth-ranked Spaniard, 
who won at San Jose and 
Barcelona earlier this year, 
nearly lost for the fourth time 
in five matches since reach¬ 
ing the round of 16 at the 
French Open before battling 
back. 

”1 was just trying to play 
my best to the end,” Verdasco 
said. ’’Even match points 


down I was just trying to put 
the ball in and make him put 
the ball in. 

”1 got a little lucky.” 

Czech top seed Tomas 
Berdych, the runner-up to 
Rafael Nadal at Wimbledon, 
opens after a bye with a 
Wednesday match against 
Russian Dmitry Tursunov. 

Roddick booked a third- 
round match against French¬ 
man Gilles Simon, who 
ousted Russian qualifier Igor 
Kunitsyn 6-1, 6-2. 

Verdasco will next face 
US qualifier Ryan Sweeting, 
who ousted Frenchman 
Michael Llorda 6-4, 6-2, on 
Thursday for a spot in the Fri¬ 
day quarter-finals of the 1.4 
million-dollar hardcourt 
event, a US Open tuneup. 

Berrer, ranked 47th, 
roared ahead 5-2 but squan¬ 
dered two match points with 
errant backhands and was 
broken by Verdasco in the 
ninth and 11th games to 
launch his comeback. 

At 6-6 in the tie-breaker 
Verdasco hurt his left big toe¬ 
nail and stayed on the court 
briefly, then rose and won the 
match when Berrer sent a 
forehand long and a back¬ 
hand into the net. 

American Mardy Fish 
stretched his career-best win 
streak to 11 matches by beat¬ 
ing Serbian Viktor Troicki 6- 
4, 6-3. Fish won titles last 
month at Newport and At¬ 
lanta and has jumped from 
79th to 35th in the rankings 
since dropping 33 pounds to 
a trim 170. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Yankees slugger Alex 
Rodriguez belted his 600th 
Major League Baseball home 
run Wednesday, becoming 
the youngest of only seven 
players to reach the mile¬ 
stone. 

The landmark blast came 
after a 12-game stretch with¬ 
out a homer from ”A-Rod” 
and it came three years to the 
day after he hit his 500th ca¬ 
reer home run. 

Rodriguez’s drive off a 2- 
ball, no-strike pitch from 
Toronto’s Shaun Marcum in 
the first inning flew over the 
centerfield wall at Yankee 


Stadium for his 17th homer 
of the season, giving the Yan¬ 
kees a 2-0 lead over the Blue 
Jays. 

The ball - the 104th spe¬ 
cially marked one used for 
his times at bat since he 
reached 599 homers - landed 
in Monument Park, an area 
where Yankees greats are me¬ 
morialized, and a stadium 
worker retrieved the ball for 
him. 

Rodriguez joined a elite 
collection of Major League 
Baseball legends that in¬ 
cludes record-holder Barry 
Bonds with 762 homers, 
Hank Aaron with 755, Babe 


Ruith on 714, Willie Mays on 
660, Ken Griffey Jnr on 630 
and Sammy Sosa at 609. 

Performance-enhancing 
drugs, the scourge of baseball 
for years, taints the feat for 
Rodriguez, however. 

Last year, Rodriguez ad¬ 
mitted to using steroids while 
he played for the Texas 
Rangers from 2001 through 
2003, when they were not yet 
banned under major league 
rules. 

Teammates on the reign¬ 
ing World Series champions 
raised their hands and the 
crowd roared as Rodriguez 
raised his arms once the ball 
cleared the fence. 

After trotting around the 
bases and being congratu¬ 
lated in the dugout, Ro¬ 
driguez stepped back out for 
a curtain call to warm ap¬ 
plause. 

Bonds became the fourth 
man in the past decade to 
crack the 600 career-homer 
mark, joining Sosa, Griffey 
and Bonds after a 31-year 

gap- 

The Yankees began selling 
commemorative T-shirts of 
the feat for 25 dollars each 
during the game. 

The quest for 600 had 
taken a toll in recent days. 
Rodriguez was 9-for-46 at the 
plate since hitting his 599th 
homer on July 22 and the gap 
between that blast and num¬ 
ber 600 was the longest for 
any of the seven to hit so 
many. 

Rodriguez, who turned 35 
last month, reached 600 
ahead of the previous 
youngest to make the mark, 
Ruth in 1931 at age 36. But 
Ruth needed fewer games to 
reach 600 homers, just 2,044 
to Rodriguez’s 2,227.

Plenty at stake for Woods 
at Firestone 



McGee replaces Lopez as 
US still short on big men 


AKRON (AFP) - Defending 
champion Tiger Woods has 
plenty at stake as he goes for 
his first win of 2010 at the 8.5 
million-dollar Bridgestone 
Invitational starting here on 
Thursday. 

Woods has never gone 
through the first seven 
months of the year without 
posting a victory, but this has 
been no ordinary season. 

He has played a sparse 
schedule while dealing with 
the fallout of an apparently 
broken marriage in the wake 
of multiple affairs. 

But Woods could not pick 
a more conducive venue to 
break his 2010 duck, at the 
Firestone course he all but 


owns, with seven victories in 
10 starts here since the event 
became a World Golf Cham¬ 
pionships tournament. 

A win, or even a strong 
finish, would boost his fragile 
confidence going into next 
week's US PGA Champi¬ 
onship, the year's final major. 

It would also sew up a 
spot on the American Ryder 
Cup team. He currently is 
ninth on the standings, one 
spot outside an automatic slot 
on the side to defend its tro¬ 
phy against Europe in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Woods refused even to 
contemplate the question of 
whether he would accept one 
of captain Corey Pavin's four 


wild card picks if he didn't 
make the team automatically. 

"I'm planning on playing 
my way into the team," he 
said, repeating the same 
words three times when 
pressed on the wild card 
issue. 

"I love playing here. It's 
not target golf and I've al¬ 
ways liked that. 

"Of late I've been driving 
the ball so much better. (My) 
iron game has been spotty 
and I just haven't putted well 
all year. If I clean all that up, 
hopefully (I can) put together 
at least these two weeks." 

Woods usually refuses to 
talk about his private life but 
he made a couple of refer¬ 
ences to it when discussing 
the difficultly of focusing on 
his golf this year. 

"It has been a long year, a 
long 10 months. I haven't 
practiced as much as I used 
to, and nor should I. My kids 
are more important. 

"I've just got to be more 
efficient with what I do and 
when I do it. 

"It's been difficult, a trying 
time for a lot of people who 
are friends. It's not only con¬ 
centration, but also prepara¬ 
tion and I haven't been able to 
practice for as long as normal 
when I've been out here. 

"People have been want¬ 
ing more of my time and I've 
had more things going on 
once I'm at a tournament site 
than I have in the past, and 
for different reasons. 

"I've been through periods 
like this before and you've 
just got to keep being patient, 
keep putting the pieces to¬ 
gether and when they do 
come, that's usually when I 
will win a few tournaments." 

Actually, Woods hasn't 
quite been through a period 
like this, but he was referring 
to 1998, when he won only 
once while making major 
swing changes. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Wash¬ 
ington's JaVale McGee re¬ 
placed New Jersey center 
Brook Lopez on the US ros¬ 
ter of NBA players preparing 
for the World Championships 
as the Americans struggle to 
field big men for the tourna¬ 
ment. 

McGee joins Tyson Chan¬ 
dler as the only centers on the 
US roster after the departure 
of Lopez, who has been fight¬ 
ing mononucleosis. 

Lopez told USA Basket¬ 
ball on Wednesday that he 
did not consider himself well 
enough to take part in next 
week's training camp in New 
York. 

"Although it will be disap¬ 
pointing not to see Brook 
compete in the upcoming 
FIBA world championship, 
the Nets fully support his de¬ 
cision to stop training with 
Team USA," Nets general 


manager Billy King said in a 
statement. 

"Brook obviously felt that 
he had not made sufficient 
enough recovery from his 
bout with mononucleosis ear¬ 
lier this summer, but we feel 
confident he will be fully re¬ 
covered by the start of train¬ 
ing camp on September 25." 

Lopez had struggled dur¬ 
ing workouts last month in 
Las Vegas but was in the 
lineup of players preparing to 
play in Turkey at the world 
championship starting later 
this month. 

McGee had worked with 
the US team in Las Vegas but 
was not selected for the 15- 
man preliminary roster origi¬ 
nally. 

Lopez joined Amare 
Stoudemire, David Lee and 
his brother Robin as top big 
men who did not join the US 
squad.
